I, Hereas in the Reign of King James (Sacre & laudate

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I. Reflettions wptn the Premiſes. 


Whereas out of the Premiſes doth appear, 1. That one and the 
ſame Medicine performed all the Duties, required of any one ogmreng 
Mecdicihe, either by Purging, Vomiting, Cordials, Pains- 
aſlwaging, —— , and the like: All which Operations you 
may obſerve in the precedent Cures of ſo many ſeveral Diſeaſes, which 
all yield up to the only Awrum Potabile, in their ſeveral workings, in 
order to the reduction of Health. 

2. That Purging, Vomiting, Sweating, Sleep, &«. are of diffe- 

. rent Operations, and conſequently of different Effets. 

3. That therefore it is not all one, .to Purge, Vomit, Sweat, or 
cauſe Sleep, and the like. 

4. That then the Queſtion is, When it ſhall be ſeaſonable toadmi- 
niſter a Purge, or a Vomit, gr Sweating, or Sleep, &c. without fail 
or doing wrong? Here now we are at ſtake, I confeſs ; Not that we 
could not gueſs, but that -we cannot find demonſtrative Arguments, 
wanting true SpeCtacles. | 

5. That therefore, if any Phyſician, inſtead of a Purge, givesa Vo- 
mit, what can a Patient e » but the worſe ? For not only the ſe- 
veral Complexions of Bodies, tho of one Diſcaſez and again the ſe- 
veral Diſeaſes, tho of one Complexion, do alter the Caſe, and require 
a reſpective different Regimen in the adminiſtration bf Medicaments. 
There have been known Phyſicians of Conſcience, who having been 
puſled many years about the difficulty of this Matter, and the ill-ſuc- 
cels of their Notional Gueſs, haveat laſt given over Practice, together 
with their Methodus of Curing, as not anſwering their expeQation, 
at the peril of their Patients. 

- 6, That fo then, a Medicament, that hath more skill,than the Phy- 
ſician, is to be looked for, viz. ſuch as willcauſe to Purge, or to Vo- 
mit, or to Sweat, or to Sleep, &c. although the Medicament indeed 
is of no force, if the Archew. or Litc-ſpirit do's not like it : for all 
what a Phyſician can do, is toſerve the faid Archens with ſuccour for 
his Gariſon,and then he being ſuthciently reinforced,is able and knows 
beſt, how and which way torid himſelf of the Enemy out of his Do- 
minion. 

7. That accordingly Azrum Potabile is ſuch a Medicament, as the , 
which (#t liquet —— ) cauſeth to-Purge, and to Vomit, .and.4 
to Sweat, and to aſlwage Pains, _ cauſe to Sleep, and in ſumma. 

| to 
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to do all that is needful to recover from any Diſeaſe, Have you need 
of a Purge ? Awrum Potabile will purge you. Have you need of a Vo» 
wit? Aurum Potabile will make youa Vomit. Have you need of a 
Sweat ? Awrum Potabile will make you ſweat : Are you full of Pains, 
Darts,and Stiches ? Azrum Potabileis an Anodynum, Can you not Sleep ? 
Aurinm Potabile is an Opiatam : In ſhort, Aurum Potabile is all in-all Di(- 
eaſcs, both generally and ſpecifically. What will you have more? The 
Premiſes make appear, that this istrue by good experience, 

8. That however a good Aurunm Potabile will not Purge, Vomit, 
Sweat, Sleep, &c. indiltin&ly, at all Times, and in all Diſeaſes, but 
ſeverally, and when Archews ordercth it ſo, according to his infallible 
Methodus Curandi, hidden from the Eyes and Principles of all Phyti- 
cians in general, who never ſhall beable to fathom it, let them, bene- 
vcr ſo Book-learned: for by Coals, and Fire, and Watching by Night 
as by Day, theſe things are Icarned without Receits, which, tor the 
molt part, ate fallible, and of non-ſenſe. | 

9. That alſo it is not ſufficient, to ſay or to pretend, that ſuch a 
Tin&ure of what I know not, or any Medicine elſe, doth cure all by 
inſenſible tranſpiration. For Nature being overloaden with viſcous, 
ſlimy, mucilaginous, glutinous and other ſtinking tuff, can you thjnk, 
that, this cadaverous or ghaltly Matter, baniſh't out of the govern= 
ment of Life, ſhould or could be ſerved otherwiſe, than the Dung of 
a Stable ? Forz being dead and fequeſtred from that neceſſary recep- 
tivity of vital ations, it never is able any more to receive diſſolution, 
and further tranſpiration, as by the r&hated Cures may be argued, 


without contradiction. 
10, By reaſon now of whats ſaid, Matthiolw, one of the chicfeſt 


Phyficians. in Germany 3 1 dzerft, ſays he, to avory, that no Man can be a 
Phyſician compleatly, nay not an indifferent one, that hath no okill of this moſt 
noble Art of Chymiatry,witnelſs the Chronical Diſcaſes,where the whole 
Maſs of Blood is corrupted, and become a Nurſery of many divers 
Diſeaſes, as we ſee in the Scxrvy, the which can't be ovexcome but b 

Metallic Remedics, and the Metallic Remedies cann't be conquered, 
but by Chymiatry. And therefore ſuch as go on to meddle with ſuch 


Diſeaſes, without the knowledg how to deal with Metals, are forced, 
for the moſt part,to abandon Dita ſes and Patient together, with great 


ſhame, and not without prejudice to the Phyſical Profefſion, For 
this cauſe many one, that takes to heart that miſchievous ignorance, 


has endeavoured theſe many years to try, by great labour and induſtry, 
whether he might, by the help of God, attain to fuch an All-working 
Medicine,not ſparing either expences,nor hisown life it (cM. 
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11. Furthermore; ..it being required, to reſolve this Queſtion, wizs 
How it can be poſſible, that one and the fame Medicine may cre all 
and every Diſcaſe, ſo different as they are intheir outſide ?, I muſt in- 


treat you to make a Oy And to draw out of that Stop or Centre, 
a Circle as great as you pleaſez Then from that Centre todraw ſtraight 
Lines,as Rays, towards the Cicumference, as many alſo as you £3 
and they will never meet in the ſaid Circumference, but the longer 
you draw them forward, the farther they will be diſtant one from ano- 
. ther. - Theſe Rays, tho far differing one from another, are how- 
ever {prouted out of one and the ſame Centre. Take away the Cen- 
tre, and all the {aid Rays will come to nothing, their Foundation 
failing them: For inſtance, a Wheel, take away its Axle-tree, and 
the Spoaks, together with the whole Circumference, will yield to 
ruine, | 

Now it is manifeſt, that all humane Diſeaſes do appear in the Bo« 
dy of Man. This Body is cither dead or living. But a dead Body 
feeleth nothing, becauſe there is no life in it. Then the Life only is 
the cauſe of fecling in a oy aq : And the _—_—_ a means or 
medium, by which all Diſcaſes in a living Body are active 3 for in a 
dead Body, as being void of Life and Feeling, there can be no Dif- 
eaſes nor pains conhſtent with, for want of ſenfation. So then we 


conclude, that the Life-firit only is the mean cauſe of Diſcaſes in a- 


living Body. And that as he is the cauſe of Diſeaſes, even fo the ſame 
is to be the cauſe of Health again. But that the medizm or means, 
both of Diſcaſcs and Health alſo, is the only Feeling 3 and that there- 
fore there is but one only Principle, 'out of which all and all kind of 
Diſeaſes do ſprout out, and grow forth. viz. the Life, And that 
there is alſo but one ſole means, by which all and all kind of Diſeaſes 
are conceived and born in the Body, and by which alſo the fare are 
driven out and cured, to wit, the Feeling, - So then theſe two Prin- 
ciples, can be none without the other, and-axe thercfore as one, the bc 
ginning of Diſcaſes and Health together, vz. the Life-ftirit and the 
Feeling, But becauſe it ſecmerh to bg ipcredible, that one only thing 
ſhould be the ſole beginning or dr of two. contraries, viz, of 
Health and Diſeaſes let us enquire, how then ſuch contrary things 
may riſc out of the only Spring of Lite ? In' declaration whereof, we 
pitch for our Foundation the Apple-bit off the forbidden Tree in Para» 
dice, by which Death came in, followed by the Curſe upon the Earth; 
by whoſe Thorns and Thiltles, Diſeaſes came into Mankind : Hippo- 
crater being ignorant of this ſource wg Death and Diſcaſcs, - yet 
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ſkeing by the profoundneſs of his divine parts, that in the Spring of 
Life there was ſome anomaly, dallying with Lite it (elf, in order to 
breed Diſcafes and Death together, whereof he found no reaſon in 
Nature 3 And therefore could give it no name, but lett it under the 
expreſſion of divinum quid, by which anomaly, the Lite-ſpirit being 
controlled, falls foul and extravagant, with irruption into Man's Bo- 
dy, and a Diſeaſe is born, for it is that fturbidden Fruit joyned the 
Thorns and Thiltles of the Curſe, that do ſtill caft the Lite of this 
unhappy Body into ſuch diſorder, that inconſiderately it falls out with 
it ſelt, breeding Diſeaſes rather than Health 3 like to adrunken Min, 
that falls into a'Ditch, whillt he thinks he goes over a Bridg, But 

hen Life prevails in ſuch an occurrence, then the Lite-ſpirit cureth 
alſo the ſame Diſeaſe he brought forth, according tothe Axiom of the 


faid Hippocrates, Omaem motum ad Morbum & Mortem efficienter fieri ab - 


impetum faciente, adenp, eundem eſſe, uti Morborum effettorem, ita etiam 
eorundem Medicatorem. Take away the Curſe, and the forbidden Fruit, 
and all Diſcaſcs will vaniſh, and Lite become tree again, not drawing, 
torth any further contrary effe&s from ics own only Fountain, 

But now we muſt enquire further, how this is brought to paſs ? 
Every Seed when it is ſtcril, bringeth forth no Fruit, Corals it"is 
dead, though it doth not appear as ſuch 3 So followeth then, that 
every Seed that bringeth forth Fruit, there be ingrafted a particular 
living Power, to ſtir up the Seed, for to engender its own Like, th6 
it doth not appear to the eye. In this ſeminal Power Life is kindled, 
to grow forth, in order to Generation. . And for as much as the ſaid 
ſeminal Power is the Nurſery of Lite, and protrudeth the firſt Sprout 
out, Hippocrates calls it T9 Evopuor, to begin Generation, impetum 
faciens, becauſe it cometh forth with ſome kind of torce 3 others have 
given it the name Archeus, which is to ſay a Beginner, or the like. He 
alſo is even the Life-ſpirit 3 So that by the name Archexs, you mutt 
underſtand nothing elfe, than the faid living ſeminal Power of every 
Secd, be it of Animals, Vegetables, or Minerals, which maketh the 
beginning in order to Generation, without whom all Seeds are fteril 
and barren. 

In this Archeus now, dwelleth the Life of every thing. He ts the 
Shipand Steers-man of Lite, who only can both fave and fail the Life 
to the ground. And even as he glimmereth in the Seed, ſo when the 
Seed ſprings out, he goes.along with in the growth, and driveth the 
fame "ce. in growing 3 he governeth and cheriſheth it, as a skiltul 
Archite&, and alſo never-abandonethit, whilſt it hath life and _ 
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Thetefore all depends upon this Steers-man and his Condu, Life 
and Health relies upon him, and without him no Seed. can ſprout 
out, much leſs grow forth and thrive :- Nay, although there be an 
eſſential difference between. the Lite and Archews, yer are they in re 
gard of uniformity in their ations,counted for one z And theretore are 
often taken one for another,as being both ſpiritual.& ſo narrowly joyn= 
ed together, that the one without the othcr cannot be ſeparately ob- 
fron, Now although the humane Archeas in the Seed, goeth along 
with into the Birth, and maketh the fame grow, yet that Body, 
which he thus buildeth and. formeth, is. not his proper domicile- or 
dwelling-place, but the living Breath is it, which paſſes fully through- 
out the whole Body and its Members, beſtowing vegetation upon all, - 
And therefore there are in the Seed two Principles, one Active and the 
other Paſſive, viz. Archeus,and Aura Vitalis, or the living Breath to be 
conſidered, as cauſa efficiens & materia, As ſoon. then Archeus begin=- 
neth to let his influence upon the Aura Vitals of the Seed, it begins 
to get form according to its own Kind, and indueth it ſelf with a 
Body, whcrcin Lite ſprings up and is kindled. So this is the courſe of 
Generation in every Seed, beit of Men, Stoncs, os Vegetables, 

But now as the courſe of Generation, thus alſo mult be the courſe 
of ſuſtaining the Body, brought to light in life and breathing, accor- 
ding to the Maxim : Nutrimer, quibus conſtamus. And we have ſaid 
before, that the whole work of Generation is performed by Archens 3 
Thercfore the maintenance alſo of the ſaid Body in life and breath- 
ing, isto be left even unto the ſame Archews, who by reaſon of the 
Curſe and Tranſpreſſion is like Tinder, not without reſentiment of 
their effets : And therefore very apt to be diſturbed in his Operati- 
ons by ſome ſmall accident 3 Nay, ſometimes by his own fantaſie, 
(like to a pregnant Woman, that inaketh out of nothing ſomething) 
he thruſt the Cart of Life into dirt, and then not able to-help it ous 
again, draweth the ſame more and more inward : not that he is not 
{trong enough, but that he is purturbed in his proceedings, in ſo 
much that he never can hit the right way again, and yet worketh. 
ſtill, not as before, to maintain Life and Health, but to work Diſ- 
eaſes and Death it felf, not knowing that he doth. fo, as being blinded 
by perturbation or other paſſons, ariſing on occaſion of the Thorng 
and Thiſtle in Meat and Drink, or the like. For *tis evident, that he 
doth not,what he ſhall,but what he ſhould not,that he doth: And if he 
doth, what he ſhould not do, it is evident alſo that thereby Life muſt 


undergo Shipwrack, whoſe Stcers-man he is 3, yet doth he not all this 
on. 
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on ſet purpoſe, but being led afide by his bation. This maketh 
him thuserr, that he doth not the good he ought, . but the evil that he. 
ought not to-do,that he doth; Whercout then ariſe and are bornall kind 
of Diſcaſes in the humane Body. So ſee we then,that as long as the influ- 
cnce of Archews is regular, Omnem motum ad vitam O& ſanitatem efſe ab im- 
petum faciente; And when he doth fail,cven ſo,omnem motum ad morbum& 
. mortem efſe ab impetus faciente : For as his Paſſions run,ſo alſo his Ope- 
rations, good or bad, From hence now, as from the very Centre of 
Life, are caſt forth ſo many deathful Darts, and innumerable diſcaſe- 
ful Rays or Spoaks of the Wheel of Life, that we cannot fhnd out 
names enough to call them by, how much leſs aſſured Remedies and 
Helpers, ſuthcient to withdraw the Cart of Life out of the dirt again.' 
In this confuſion, or Babel of Receipt-books, and elementary Qua- 
lities, with their ſeveral degrees of hot and cold, dry and wet, we 
are quite drowned in the quarternarity of our humours, and become 
as blind as Archeus himſelt in his perturbations, infomuch that his and 
our Operations dodiffer but little. What ſhall we do then, the Soul- 
dier ſaid to Fohn? Lay the Ax to the Root of the Tree, cut it down 3 
one Ax ſufhceth, if it be fit: And all its Fruits, with Boughs and 
Branches, with Sprigs and Suckers, with Leaves and all, will fall 
down to the ground and periſh. Or take away the Axcl-tree out of 
the Centre of the Wheel, and you ſhall ſee what will become of the 
Spoaks,Rays,and of all the large Circumference 3 that is to ſay, ſet Ar- 
eus.that's gone aftray,right again,by cradicating his ſaid perturbation 
on aſſwaging his wrathfulneſs : which done, he himſelf then, without 
any more ado, will cure and {weep his own Houle, cither by Purging, 
Vomiting, Sweating, Tranſpiration, or the like, as he knows bett. 
So then, if we ce, that all theſe Operations are pertormed ( as 
may appear out of the Premiſes ) by one only Medicine, may we ther 
not ſafely aſſert, not by Book-authcrity, but by Reaſon, ſeconded 

with Experience, that one fit Medicine is able to cure all Diſcaſes. 
i. IV, 1 am ſomewhat afraid ( Antonii ſunt hec ſequentia, ex traffatu 
de Awo ſuo Potabili verbatim huc tranſlata ) left all what I have ſaid; 
ſhould be taken for a mockery of an empty Ofentation,, eſpecially by. 
tmy Adverſarics,' whom I never ſhall be able to perſwade, although L 
did perſwade them indeed. But for you, O generous Off-ſpring of 
- Great Britain, who being born of a noble Stock, are truly noble z for 
youl ſfay,have bcen wzitten theſe things. It is ſown tor you.and yours 
will be the Crop for it concerns you, ito know of theſe things whe- 
ther they be true and fate, ornot. Itis your own caſe, when you ſce 
your 
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your Neighbours Houfe one fire, 1 will not infiſt now upon partigplars. 
This only I requeſt you, to call with me to mind, bo ow are 
perilt'd in our Age, whom they have adminiſtred Catharticks, or Pur- 
ges, while the ſtare of the Diſeaſe hy as yet hid in Nature's ſilence, for 
the birth of the inward Diſeaſes is inviſible- and hid from us, accor- 
ding to Galen, who ſays 3. Although the outward parts of the Body, toges 
ther with the Idea of Paſſions, are perceived by the Senſes, yet thoſe Paſſions 
. and Effetis that lurk, in the innermoſt of the Body, require a Man thats well 
exerciſed in the uſe of Reaſon and Fredgment. ' Bat let a Phyſician be ex- 
erciſed never {o much, yet it is a good Horſe never ſtumbles. -The in- 
dications and figns of the Diſeaſes, by which the Phyſician is to be ru- 
led, are very often filent a long while, and all humane ſenſes grow 
ſenfleſs, and we ſtand amazed at fo great a calamity of Symptoms, ari- 
ling out of ſb ſmall occafions. What is now the duty of a Phyſician, 
being called for-in the beginning of a Diſeaſe, where the ſubtility of- 
Senſes are yet wantiag ?- For in caſe the Sick ſhould be left deſtitute, 
without relief.he will ſoon be overcome with ſorrow and deſpair, The 
Phyſician alſo will fall into opprobrious difeſteem and contempt. - So - 
they perhaps will rule-the Patient according to the Rulcs preſcribed 
by the Ancients, viz. by temperate things or the like, which might not 
alter the Body 3 or if they did, yet that hurtful imprefſion might cafily . 
be corre&ted;as Arnoldus edviſcd. But this adviſe is ncither fate always, 
Fhe poiſonous" Diſcaſes do very often infelt a Nation, and when the. . 
Plague rageth, you may ſee whole Families deſtroyed, not only of the- 
lower rank,but of thoſe alſo who are illuſtre,rich & wealthy. The force: 
of the Plague is ſo quick,and comes on with ſuch a raſh fury,that there 
is no delay at all to be admitted 3 Therefore the principal thing of a - 
Phyfician is,-to defend the Heart, and then to order the Diſeaſe. The . 
Stmall-Pox alſo or Meaſils,and the like inward InfcQion is to be thruſt . 
forward immediately,with appropriate things, leſt the Infeion ſhould: : 
reach the Heart, and kill preſently. But here now is to be noted, that 
all ordinary Purges, inſtead of thruſting the.Poiſon outwards, do draw - 
the fame inwards, and thus make a ſtop, - or at leaſt delay that amiable. . 
ebullition, which happeneth fometimes by the ſole vigour and benehrt- . 
of Nature, whence the infeſting Poiſon runs back tothe Heart 3 a ſorry 
fate for the Patient,that is thus dealt with. Now thercfore it is thine 
caſe, I plead, whoever thou art, that readeſt this. For poiſonous Diſ--- 
eaſes rage every where, even in the King's Court it felf 3 and thoſe hid= - 
den Diſeaſes do not hearken to thoſe vulgar Remedies 3 nay their Poi= - 


ſon is thereby ſtrengthned, How much better then and ſafes has adviſed. 4 
us._- 
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us Severin Dane, where, I fay, the judgment upon a Diſtemper, that in- 
vades one, is{o doubtful. For if we, fays he, intend to enter upon cure 
of ſome occult Diſeaſe, we ought to pry Into the inward and conſtant 
propriety of things to beadminiſtred, as there is in theſe ſupream Bo- 
dies, Gold, Silver, Gems, Pearls, Corals, if you have theſe for your 
Guide, Companions and Meſſengers, then you ſhall certainly tind out 
the occult Roots of Diſcaſes,and ecafily take them away. This is a very 
ſafe counſel, reſt herein, that your Patients may do well. But theſe en- 
deavours are diſpleaſing, labour, watching night and day, coſt and.cx- 
penſes are required here, and to bring in new Ideas of curing doth not 
agree with your Purſe 3 however this Method is the moſt Ancient, 
and the moſt true above all, deriving its Authority from Hermes him- 
ſelf, immediately after the Flood 3 and this is that very Medicine 
which the Holy Scripture maketh much of,;and not that other Kitchin- 
ſiuff, which the lower rank of People do ſo much admire, and yet is 
neither laborious, nor profoundly ſearched for 3 But in Gold lies buri- 
ed the chief Treaſure of Nature, which we endeavour to bring to 
light, to.perpetrate wondertul effeRs- in healing, of Diſeaſes 3 which 
Treaſure having attained unto, look there a Medicine that forces the 
hidden Diſeaſes to break forth, and extirpateth thoſe, that are mani- 
feſt: theſe are ht Arms, and ſuitable tor every milice, ſafe, pleaſant, 
and.of the higheſt ſtamp.

N the 18 of March. Mrs Smith was troubled wich

forbear ſcratching, and ſweating continued, till at laſt ſhe grew 
weak, which made appear to me, that now it was.enough,and there- 
fore did forbear to give herthe Medicine any longer, And now in 
fine of all this, that. Gooſe-skin-like cxtic#la. did grow dead, yellow, 
and rough, and did wrinkle and ſhell off, and a new.skin came forth, 
like of a new born Child's. So the Scorburt alſo wasquite drawn off. 
And her Appetife and ſtrengrh increaſed daily, inſomuch, that to eat 
twicea day would not fatisfie her ?. and ſhe often ſaid, That ſhe found 
her ſelf ſo light, ſo lively, and ſo changed, _— aid not know bow to 
expreſs it, even as if ſhe was not the ſame perſon that ſie was before,

if ſbe was new born. All this was performed from the 1 5 of {a- 
wxary to the 14. of Febrbary, in the year 1677. 

7. On the 6 of Oflober 1677, Mr. Seigaier 55 years old,being 
troubled with fits of gravel, joynt a ſcorbucical indiſpoſition of bo- 
dy, in a manner as if it were hydropical, and puffed up with 
heavine(s, began to take of this Aurum Potrabile, and ſoon after 
was eaſed of thoſe.

- 8. 1, On the 8 of Oftober 1677. His Grace the Archbiſhop of Ca 


Canterbary,D.D.Shelden, was taken with a Diarrbcea of a colliqua- 
tive flux, which was ſeconded by feaveriſh Symptoms,ſo that from 
Tmweſday the g of Pober, to Saturday the 13 of Oftober he had 
above an hundred Stools & Vomits together,with a great pain in his 
Stomach ; and he had not ſlept at all within the ſaid five days and 
nights, fo that he was brought to the extremity of weakneſs,no like» 
lihood of living, but his countenance like to a dyio mans, he being. 
in the $oth year of Age, whenlI was ſent for oa the 13th inſtant;

Although Tzeſday other Remedies were pre- 
ſcribed to ſtop the Hicker,yer the ſame growing on. more violently, 
the Anrum Pitabile was re-allumed,and about x2 a clock he had 
a ſpoouful of jie,which did put a Rop to the Hicker immediately,& 
he *f aſleep. In the mean time we went to Dinner ; and abour 
one a Clock Mr. Patrick, his Graces Gentleman,came and told me 
that his Grace was awaked with the Hicket. Then I went, and 
gave him another Doſe of eAuram Pota ile, and the Hickert cea- 
ſed immediately, Then his Grace held the Lords Supper with his 
Family. But three hours afrer, upon drinking cold, it came a- 
gain. And about five a Clock he had another Dale. 

6. Tharſday 15. Mr. Pearce the Apothecary reported , that 
after this laſt Doſe of Auraum Potabile the Hicket ceaſed, and the 
Patient fell aſleep, and ſo- continued till day. By this time he was 
recovered from the ſaid Relapſe, and was agaia in a very hopeful 
temper,as to Pulſe, Urine, and Stool; no pains in the Stomach any 
more, no Hicket, no looſeneſs, nor, feaver. And he took ſome 
Broth, and flept till nine a Clock. Thenawaking, What foal [ 
eat, ſaid he, &c. And ſome gelly Broth was tendered to him, 
which he took, All this day he was pretty chearful again ; and

It —_— that his Grace reſted well that 
night, and continued chearful-; and becauſe: he complained- of 
great drineſs, by reaſon of the great evacuation he had ſuffered, it

which,when he has need to make water, then the Muſcle,that com- 
—_ the neck of the Bladder (alias the Sphin&er)in lieu of relea- 
ting and giving way to piſs(which is part of its duty)will now to the 
contrary ſhrick and ſhrink; ſo-thar the Urine cannot paſs forth but 
by force; becauſe of fear of that painful ſenſe in the ſaid concavity. 
And thence it is , that arifih a ſeeming obſtrugion ( viF, 
from the ſhrinking of the SphinRer, or muſculous part abour the 
Bladders Neck, which difputeth the paſlage of the water, ) while 
the Anruns Potabile doth rightly well its part,as appeareth to the 
eye, in that it reſfolyed the Stone, and throws it out by the U- 
rine, ina kind of a gravelly heavy flime,which needs 1:0 other de- 
monſtrations, than to look upon it in his Chamber-pot. And that 
now the pain inthe ſaid Concavity, it more ſenſible than in'for- 
mer times; the reaſon of it is, that the Urine grows thick, full 
of that gravelly heavy ſlime, that goes along with it, which aflecs 
the ſaid Concavity, the more the Anram Potabile diflolverh of 
the Stone in the Bladder. But that ic caketh not away the pain in 
the Concavity, is by reaſon of itsheing buſie about the diſſolution 
of the Stone firſt, and then it will /go about the cleanſing of that 
too, if the uſe thereof ſhould be continued, and then the water 
will paſs my without trouble any more, it being not the Stone, 
which goes off, that's painful, but that hollow place, the ſtony wa- 
ter muſt paſs through, will not ſuffer the paſſage.
